IMMIGRATION BILL 


BY GLADSTONE: WILLIAMS: 

WASHINGTON, - April 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The senate today devoted more 
than two hours to the consfderation 
of the bill by Senator W. J. Harris, 
of Georgia, seeking to place Mexico 
and Central American countries on an 
immigration quota’ basis, but the op- 
position of middle. western forces 
forced the measure to go over with- 
out a final vote. 

Deploring the unwillingness of op- 
ponents to allow the measure to come 
to a vote, Senator Harris served no- 
tice of his intention to bring the leg- 
islation up for consideration at every 
subsequent morning session until some 
definite action is taken. 

Muscle Shoals legislation now has 
the legislative right of way, which 
means that the Harris bill can only 
be considered during the so-called 
morning hour of proceedings. Failure 
of the senate to reach a vote by the 
expiration of the general business 


hour today therefore caused the Dill 
to be automatically replaced by the 


nder the Harris proposal, immi- 
be re- 
stricted te approximately 2,000 an- 
nually, as compared with the present 
non-quota status of the country. Sim- 
ilar restrictions would be imposed on 
immigration from the other Central 
American countries. 

Urging passage of the legislation 
today, Senator Harris declared that 
the bill was of more vital importance 
to cotton farmers of the southern 
states than any other measure now 
pending before congress. He told the 
chamber that seasonable. Mexican im- 
migration was responsible for the 
production of some 2,000,000 bales of 
cotton anually. 

“The restriction of Mexican immi- 
gration,” he said, “would have the 
effect of curtailing American cotton 
production by approximately 2,000,- 
000 bales, with a consequent far-reach- 
ing effect on market prices.” 

The opposition to the bill comes 
chiefly from middle western and west- 
ern senators whose states benefit 
largely by the cheap Mexican labor 
coming across the borflers each sea- 
son,

THE NEW POSTOFFICE. 


Should the postoffice and treas- 
ury authorities find it impractical 
to accept the Central railroad prop- 
erty as the site of the new post- 
office building, and the sglection of 
another location be necessary, the 
people of Atlanta will not fret over 
a reasonable delay for that purpose. 

The interest of the citizens is to 
get the new edifice as early as pos- 
sible and in a location of the largest 
convenience to them and to the gen- 
eral postal service to be operated 
from it to and from the ends of 
the earth. The secondary consid- 
eration is the fact that whenever 
the location is definitely fixed it 
will release other large and valuable 
enterprises, employing much capital 
and labor, so adding to.the busi- 
ness stabilization that President 
Hoover has urged, especially in 
this central and advancing city. 

The new postoffice, it is hoped, 
has been designed to serve the 
needs of the city and the postoffice 
department for many years to come. 
To contract for less than half a 
century would be both unwise and 
improvident. These facts are easily 
within the conception of the fed- 
eral authorities and we feel sure 
they will give them all due consid- 
eration in determining where the 
building should be and how 
equipped for long and efficient 
service. 

The coming of Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Philp at an early 
date should bring all negotiations 
to a conclusion and start the work 
of erecting the greatly needed new 
postoffice. 

The need for it has been ac- 
cepted already, the funds to provide 
it already appropriated, and now 
only a prompt decision of the site 
is in the way of the active realiza- 
tion of. the project.

REFORMING THE MOVIES. 


The newly revised and purged 
code for the making of moving pic- 
tures, just promulgated by the as- 
sociation of producers and distribu- 
tors, is highly praise-worthy from 
every point of appraisement. Fol- 
lowed out in spirit and letter it is 
designed to work a vastly decent 
and moral reformation in the char- 
acter of screen literature and pic- 
turizations. 


We are not wrong, we believe, in 
attributing this most commendable 
revision to the persistent efforts 
of Will H. Hayes, president, and 
ex-Governor Carl Milliken, secre- 
tary of the dominant association 
that controls 22,000 movie theaters 
and caters to 250,000,000 patrons 
every week. Both are men of high 
character and ideals and weré 
chosen because of their ability to 
sense public taste and tempers. 
They have worked with one mind 
to make the movies in every way 
worthy of the best feelings’ of the 
American people. 

Cutting out the unnecessary 
drinking scenes will be a contribu- 
tion to temperance; the eliding of 
profanity will promote cleanness of 
speech in conversation; and the 
purging of the sex extravagancies 
in suggestion and action, while it 
will almost bankrupt some notori- 
ous Screen actors and actresses, 
will add tremendously to the ac- 
ceptance of the movies and talkies 
as entertainments for the clean- 
minded and for the young genera- 
tion. 

The new code will be generally 
applauded as a long-desired and de- 
lectable decision in the interest of 
high-class entertainment and will 
work to great profit and no loss 
to the film producers and distribu- 
tors. For the better people of 
America are fed up on outre and 
obscenely suggestive pictures; and 
now that the pictures can talk they 
want the kind of talk they would 
allow in-their homes and families. 


THE ILLINOIS SPOTLIGHT. 

The first big show of the year’s 
congressional campaign will be 
Staged in Illinois on Tuesday ‘next. 
That day the republicans of the 
State will vote whether Senator 
Deneen or Ruth Hannah McCormick 
Shall be their senatorial candidate in 
November and be opposed by the 
radiant and resurgent Jim Ham 
Lewis for the democrats. 

Mrs. McCormick is now a con- 
gresswoman-at-large for Illinois, 
having won a notable state-wide 
victory two years ago. She is an 
assiduous and brilliant campaigner, 
with something of the political 
Shrewdness and organizing capacity 
of her famous father, Mark Hanna, 
of the McKinley era. 

Her campaign against Deneen has 
been cooking for six years, because 
Deneen nosed her husband, Medill 
McCormick out of the senate in 
1924. She is accused of now run- 
ning a “spite campaign’ against 
the man who beat her deceased hus- 
band. Even so, that is no crime 
in American politics. Such things 
have happened often in both state 
and national politics. But, spite or 
sport as the case may be, the word 
is abroad that the lady is riding the 
tiger to his finish. 

Then, if she wins, will come her 
real tug of war, for it was her hus- 
band who chased Jim Ham Lewis 
out of the senate in 1918 and it 
is not likely that he has lost his 
taste for McCormick blood in the 
meantime. And Jim Ham Lewis is 
no slouch of a campaigner on his 
own, so that Illinois is sure to fig- 
ure in the swerving political spot- 
light right on into the ides of No- 
vember.

Among the hazards of surgical re- | 


moval of the tonsils post-operative 
penumonia looms large. This is some- 
times called “ether pneumonia,” im- 
plying a belief that it may be lung 
inflammation produced by the itri- 
tation of the ether used as anesthetic. 
But there is little evidence to sup- 
port that theory. 

In the last century probably most 
doctors thought post-operative pneu- 
monia was induced by exposure of the 
patient during the operation, the expo- 
sure of the wound itself, exposure by 
uncovering the body or the part of the 
ody to be operated on, contact with 
wet clothing or covers during the op- 
eration, and exposure to cold while 
the patient was being conveyed to 
and from the operating room on the 
stretcher truck. Of course there is 
no evidence at all that exposure can 
cause pneumonia or any other disease 
than frostbite. Few doctors today en- 
tertain any such notion about post- 
operative pneumonia, though perhaps 
a big surgeon here and there still 
harbors the quaint idea. Surgeons, 
even the best in the business, are gen- 
erally dumb eggs when it comes to 
any medical question outside of their 
technical field. \. hen a ‘surgeon 
pauses in his operating long enough 
to emit a column or so of health or 
hygiene information, he ¢an be de- 
pended on to make some humorous 
reading. Some of the best bits in 
my scrapbook are from the utterances 
of great surgeons. 

The most satisfactory explanation 
for post-operative pneumonia is the 
conclusion arrived at in the last few 
years by research workers, namely, 
that it is really atelectasis, that is, 
collapse of the air cells in the lungs, 
from some interference with the breath- 
ing and the intra-thoracic pressure, 
that is, the pressure of air within 
the chest. This is purely a mechani- 
cal condition; ‘t is the natural state 
of the lung of the new born infant 
who has not yet. breathed.” It prob- 
ably happens in many cases of drown- 
ing, rather than the “filling of the 
lungs with water” as people commonly 
imagine; the person drowning gulps 
in a mouthful of water, which pre- 
vents the entrance of air and the 
violent inspiratory effort causes col- 
lapse of the lungs. 

The treatment of atelectasis in the 
new born is a brisk spanking, which 
makes the baby cry and draw in air. 
In the case of the victim rescued 
from drowning the treatment is prone- 
pressure resuscitation. Schafers ar- 
tificeal respiration—of course with 
nothing under the victim's head, Red 
Cross instruction to the contrary not- 
withstanding. These remedial meas- 
ures obviously tend to prevent atelec- 
tasis. The prevention of the same 
thing after operations consists in mak- 
ing or encouraging the patient to 
cough, and to breathe in the natural 
manner, that is, with belly breathing 
(diaphramatic) and not with the up- 
per chest. The patient’s breathing 
may \be, and in many cases should 
be stimulated by inhalations of -car- 
bon dioxide 5 pee cent mixed with

“Unto me who am less than the 
least of all saints, was this grace 


given to preach unto the Gentiles 

the unsearchable riches of 

Christ.” Why did St. Paul call 

himself “the least of all saints” 

when today he is regarded by 

Christian scholars as one of the 

greatest ? 

Because of his profound humility 
and his consciousness of personal un- 
worthiness. The manifold grace of 
God had been abundantly bestowed 
upon him. He was translated into 
the Light Eternal and called to be 
an apostle of the church. These mer- 
cies subdued and awed him. His sen- 
timents were intensified by the re- 
membraace that he had been a bitter 
persecutor of the infant Christian 
church. Hence, the marvelous change 
wrought in his life filled him with 
overwhelming gratitude. He as a man 
when measured by the unfathomable 
goodness of his Redeemer and equally 
aware of his undischarged indebted- 
ness to Him. 

The Apostle’s estimate of himself 
was a mark of true spiritual great- 
ness.

Man’s first instinct, like that of other animals, is to fill his stomach, 
but he alone rebuilds as he destroys. 

The locust, the army worm and.other devouring insects move across 
a landscape destroying every green and edible thing in their path and 
give nothing in return. 

Other creatures are useful only to feed one another and at last to 
enrich the soil with their bones. 

They are content, merely to exist, and can do no more because their 
mouths are the only tools they have with which to feed themselves. 

Man must fill his mouth, also, but his busy hands replace the food 
he consumes and provide a surplus, and this surplus is the foundation 
of all civilization and. prosperity and culture. 

The farmer’s surplus is exchanged for comforts and luxuries that 
represent the surplus created by other men, for these other men, while: 
laboring to fill their mouths, also give back more than they consume 
and thus add to the world’s store of wealth. | 

The more men produce in excess of the little they consume, the 
more wealth there is to divide and the richer all men become. 

This is not true, of course, if part of the men are slaves, for slaves 
are permitted to consume very little and the wealth they create goes to 
their master. 

Neither is it true, except in small degree, if the producers and wage 
earners are given a reward so small that they cannot buy the surplus 
produced by others of their kind. 

When men work for low wages they enrich only the few; and these 
few do not profit as they might, for men who earn little can buy little, 
and lack of demand retards production and lessens dividends. — 

in short, prosperity and progress depend on high wages that enable 
men to consume much and thus support great production. 

But high wages cannot make prosperity unless the wage earner 

spends his money for some commodity that in its turn supports high 
wages. 
7 one-man had 2a monopoly of the nation’s water and sold it at 
5 cents a‘pint, he would hire a few distributors, but a mere fraction 
of his profits would be divided among wage earners and he would grow 
rich .without enriching the whole people. 

Thus any commerce that takes the “earnings of many men without 
providing wages for as many more is harmful.

The first number was: the sonata 
for violin and piano, Op. 100, A _ma- 
jor, rendéred by Mrs. King.and Mrs. 
Dowman in the characteristic style of 
Brahms. The sonata needs little com- 
ment, for the music and the artists 
spoke for themselves. The work is in 
three movements, the first of which, is 
allegro amabile, in complete sonata 
form with the two customary themes, 
each of distinct lyric charm and emi- 
nently suited to the singing qualities 
of the violin. The second movement 
andante, a fusion of the two normal 
middle ones, was composed of an emo- 
tional melody played with a superb 
tone by Mrs. King, contrasted with a 
lively scherzo-like theme. The third 
movement, allegretto grazioso quasi 
andante, in rondo form, displayed to 
advantage the technical skill and the 
ease of manipulation which both Mrs.

NSURANCE FLT SEEN 
N ARKANSAS KLNG 


BENTONVILLE, Ark., April 2.— 
‘/)—An intriguing story of a huge 
insurance swindle plot in which one 
of the conspirators was supposedly 
(louble-crossed and slain was unfold- 
ed today to officers and the grand 
jury by a pretty former waitress. 

Miss Pearl Powell, after identifying 
the body of a man found shot to death 
near here last Saturday as that of 
William Robert Pearman, 47. former 
automobile mechanic of Columbia, 
Mo., launched into her story. 

Dr. A. J. Bass, retired dentist and 
prominent land dealer of Columbia, is 
held in jail here on a first degree 
murder charge and is accused by offi- 
cers as having been the “master 
mind” in the alleged plot. 

Identity of the victim, which had 
been in doubt after the family of 
William Folta had exploded Dr. Bass’ 
identification of the man as Folta, 
was cleared up to the satisfaction of 
officials by the ex-waitress, admitted 
confidante of Pearman. 

Dr. Bass held an assignment of in- 
surance policies totaling $200,000 on 

«a man named William Folta, whom 
the state charges is not the slain man. 
Insurance adjusters’ identified the 
body as that of the man who obtain- 
ed the insurance but they would not 
attempt to say whether the man was 
Folta or Pearman. 

Two Columbia mechanics, Z P. 
Lamaster and Hugh Zumult, corrob- 
erated Miss Powell's identification. 
Meanwhile Pearman’s wife and two 
children were on their way here from 
Columbia to view the body, held at 
(;ravette near where it was found by 
a roadside with three bullet wounds 
in the head. : 

Miss Powell, who said she had sus- 
pected Pearman was involved in a 
“crooked” deal for some time and that 
his death came as no particular sur- 
cee to her, declared she had known 
*enrman for more than two years. 

Pearman left Columbia March 21 to 
go to Kansas City, she said and she 
receiyed a wire from him there a few 
days later saying he would return to 
(‘columbia last Thursday. When he 
failed to return and had not com- 
municated with her by Sunday she 
read of the mysterious slaying here 
and went to Pearman’s wife, telling 
her she believed th body of th man to 
be Pearman’s. 

Miss Powell said Pearman confided 
to her last November that he and Bass 
were involved in a big land deal in 
Arkansas and told her three persons 
involved in it expected to get $85,- 
000 each out of it. Later, she said, 
he told her another man had been ad- 
mitted as a partner in the deal. 

She said also Pearman told her 
nbout being examified last Thankszgiv- 
ing Day for a big insurance policy. 
Quitting his mechanic’s job about the 
time he mentioned his connection with 
Bass. Miss Powell said he hegan mak- 
ing occasional business trips out of 
the city and also showing sudden af- 
fluence. , 

She knew he wa going under an 
assumed name, she said. He began 
wearing a wig when out of town and 
would shave off his mustache every 
time he left. She quoted Pearman 
as saying he obtained money from Dr. 
Bass. In posing as another man, he 
‘niso told her, she said, he had to ap- 
year wealthy and that she manicured

The low point of Bobby’s campaign was at the 21st hole 
of the competition, where he was four strokes back of Kerrigan.
